I 
was  under  the  impression  that  I  had  forwarded  to  you  a  copy  of 
a  similar  letter  from  TTr.  P.  II.  Johnston,  the  librarian  of  the 
bureau  of  Railway  Iconomics  in  Washington,  D.  C. ,  requesting 
that  the  University  produce  a  little  hand-book  of  graduates  in 
the  United  States,  arranged  by  cities  "so  that  a  little  inter¬ 
course  between  thorn  might  be  stimulated  and  a  little  interest 
created  comparable  with  the  affection  with  which  American  grad¬ 
uates  have  for  their  alma  maters." 

I  understand  that  while  the  Register  of  graduates  was 
in  the  hands  of  the  Alumni  Association  it  was  classified  in 
three  ways:  one,  alphabetically;  two ,  by  years;  and  three,  by 
localities,  but  I  do  not  know  whether  the  second  and  third 
classifications  have  been  kept  up. 


mi  you  kindly  advise  me  whether  all  of  the  classifi¬ 
cations  are  being  maintained  and  if  not,  if  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  have  them  brought  up  to  date.  This  may  seem  to 
involve  considerable  expense,  but  as  Ur.  MacKechnie  said,  it 
would  probably  be  an  excellent  way  of  advertising,  and  should 
bring  in  good  returns.
